TUMULT OF 
IN VIENNA. 


People Near Panic in Efforts 
to Get Rid of National Cur- 
rency of Little W orth. 


(BY CaBLB—EXCLOSIVE DisPaTcH.} 

VIENNA, Oct. 11.—There is panic 
in Vienna. The shops and banks 
present most extraordinary sights, 
with customers in some cases liter- 
ally storming them and shopkeepers 
in many cases putting what restric- 
tions they can upon selling. Those 
with money really have been seized 
by fear and Vienna presents the ex- 
traordinary sight ot a capital city 
afraid of the national currency. . 


It is not possible to diagnose the 


exact cause of the panic, It was 
caused by the collapse of the Aus- 
trian kronen, which at present is 
fetching 12,500 per pound sterilisg, 
by fear that the shops may run out 


of stocks through inability to re- 


plenish them with the broken ecur- 
rency, and also that what is called 
“Rusgian conditions’ may ultimately 
prevail here and that the country 
will be overwhelmed in a flood of 


paper money utterly destroying what 
value re ns in the present cur- 
rency. 


To walk through the big Viennese 
banks at present is to see a huge 
crowd at the paying counters and a 
huge crowd in the departments 
dealing in foreign currency.

CHITA (Trans-Baika!) 
(Via Harbin, Oct. 10.)—The ambi- 
oss young Far Bastern republic, 
not yet out of its swaddling clothes, 
is not looking for pikers.

All that is needed is a little energy. 
patience and the money. But par- 
ticularly the money. There is not 
even a bank doing business in 
Chita. Money makes 4 real noise 
hers. 
HOLDS VAST WEALTH. 
There is enough natural wealth 
within the boundaries of the Far 
Eastern republic to pay off all the 
national debt of Russia and to re- 
deem several tons of soviet paper 
money as well as to assure France 
and her Russian  security-holders 
for all time to come, There is gold 
enough here to put the Kiondike 
to shame. Wolframite, lead, silver 
and many other minerals need but 
the pick. And as for timber almost 
the world’s needs can be supplied. 
In the most reckites Czarist days 
never was more than 8 per cent of 
the allotted stumpage cut in any 
one year.

The only ointment is 
whether the Far Eastern republic 
can succeed. The majority of un- 
prejudiced observers who have 
journeyed up here from Yokohama 
or Shanghai believe it will.

“With the taking over of this 
railway by a great developing com- 
pany, building as it would sawmills, 
fish canneries and opening mines, 
the rmanent colonization of the 
province would make the railway 
traffic profitable.

Liquor Trials. 


FRESNO, Oct. 11.—Contract for 
reducing the Toll House grade, one 
of the most famous grades in Cen- 
tral California, where many an au- 
tomollle has been stalled, will be let 
by the Fresno county Board of 
Supervisors this week.

School me Plan Indorsed by Bankers; Silk Farms 
ext; Reducing the Irreducible. 


BY CHAPIN HALL 


Inculcation of habits of thrift, and 
ways and means for turning the 
American mind again into channels 
of saving and rainy-day provision 
were recurring topics of the con- 
vention last week. It was decided 
that the adult American may be 
trusted te see for himself the error 
of the way he trod in the flush days 


during and following the war, and 
anyway, he will be automatically 
forced, through the operation of 
economic laws to cut his cloth to fit 
the pattern of his pocketbook. 
Concentrate on the children. That 
was the watchword. Catch ‘em 
young, and when they are old they 
will not depart from it, or words to 
that effect. Wherefore the so-called 
Alameda plan came in for a good 
Geal of investigation and interest. 
The eda plan has the merit 
of practical demonstration. It works. 
At least it works in Alameda, and 
a g00d many of the delegates 
thought it is good enough to work 
anywhere. It may be that the suc- 
cess of the plan lies in its simplicity, 
or t it is co-ordinated with 
other. legitimate educational activi- 
t in which the element of pride 
and loyalty play no inconsiderable 


Briefly described, the Alameda 
Plan ipcludes a headquarters bank 
which is in reality a collection de- 
partment, acting under the au- 
thority of two of the city savings 


On stated days the student tellers 
are required to report at the sev- 
era] elementary schools, where they 
receive the savings of the elemen- 
tary schoo] children, after counting 
and checking the money with the 
teachers’ summary sheets and the 
children’s deposit tags. Prior to 
leaving the elementary school bulld- 
ings, the individual deposits are re- 
listed on the principal's summariz- 
ing sheets, a.carbon copy checked 
by the student tellers being left 
with the principal of each school. 

The student tellers return to the 
high school, and their accounts are 
checked by the assistant cashiers, 
who then, under the general direc- 
tion of a faculty member, appor- 
tion the deposit tags among the stu- 
Gent clerks, who enter deposits and 
extend balances on duplicate ledger 
cards, one complete set of which 
when checked is deposited, together 
with the aggregate amount, with the 
city savings bank selected by the 
parents of the depositing children. 
So that at the close of the day, if 
anything should happen to the high 
school building and its records 
should be destroyed, the city banks 
have a complete record of every in- 
Cividual account, together with the 
cash for the same in their possession. 

The test of any system is a state- 
ment of its results. At the present 
time 66 per cent of the total en- 
roliment of the school children of 
Alameda are active depositors and 
the Weekly percentage of investors 
ranges from thirty-five to forty-five.

Bean Crop Conditions; Bond Market; Eamings; Gold 
| Shipments; New Financing. 


Bean threshing is on in all sec- 
tions of the State, reports the Call- 
fornia Bean Growers’ Journal, In 
the Chino, Puente and Ontario seo- 
tions, late beans show considerable 
damage from rust and nematode, 
which will materially reduce the 
earlier estimates of the Blackeye 


crop. In the Santa Ana district the 
Blackeye crop is practically all har- 
vested and reported free from biem- 
ishes of any character. Red Kid- 
— are also of good quality and 

eld, 

The earlier estimates of 150.000 
sacks of Small Whites in the Lom- 
poc-Santa Maria district will not 
fhaterialize, and production is now 
figured around 100,000 sacks of 
choice recleaned. The acreage in 
this part of the Stafe, as elsewhere, 
was considerably reduced this year. 
Pinks and other varieties, including 
large whites, cranberries, Mexican 
rede, Bayos and Henderson bush, 
are averaging up to earlier figures 
as to quantity. The acreage of 
these latter varieties was larger 
than usual. j 

“Salinas Valley reports an exce)- 
lent yield and quality of all varieties, 
pinks predominating. 

Reports from the Stockton Delta 
district state the estimated damage 
by frost will be from 30 to 40 per 
cent of the bean crop in that section. 
The heavy frost was rather unusual 
for this season of the year and the 
damage so great that it can not be 
overcome by later growth. Har- 
vesting begins about October 15, 
when the actual loss will be deter- 
mined, The delta, west of Stockton, 
usually produces about 600,000 
sacks. 

In the Sacramento and Marysville 
districts harvesting conditions are 
said to be ideal, but the yield not 
as heavy as expected, about 20 to 
25 per cent below estimates made 
earlier in the season.

REPUDIATION NOT LIKELY. 


Joseph N. Babcock, vice-president 
of the Equitable Trust Company of 
New York, raised an extramely in- 
teresting subject for discussion when 
he remarked, in a recent speech: 

“I should not be surprised to see 
the ruble and the mark repudiated 
and a new standard of currency set 
up in their place.” 

Can Russia repudiate ite cur- 
rency? And if she did, what would 
be the result? While it would not 


' materially effect financial matters in 


other sections of the globe, it would 
unquestionably bankrupt every com- 
mercial house, and consequently 
every citizen of Russia. Chaos be- 
yond reconstruction would ensue. If 
Russia cannot stabilize the value of 
her ruble hew can she increase the 
value of a currency by any other 
name? Besides, simply repudiating 
an obligation does not relieve one of 


it. 

The trouble with Russia is that 
she has no staple form of govern- 
ment recognized by the ruling powers 
of the world, nor will she gain rec- 
ognition until she can give a satis- 
factory guarantee that the interna- 
national obligations incurred prior 
to and during the reign of the late 
Czar Nicholas II, will be honored 
and paid. Those contracted since 
that period do not interest the out- 
tide world, as no sane “financier 
would harbor them without a gold 
deposit security. Dilligent inquiry 
through the leading banking houses 
of the country has not uncovered 
a record wherein any nation in mod- 
ern times, has ever repudiated its 
currency. 

With Germany a repudiation of 
the mark is less likely, because she 
is now a recognized, going, sub- 
stantial republic. Before the war 
there was not a banking house in 
the world of any importance, that 
did not have an experienced Ger- 
man at the head of its foreign de- 
partment, because they have been 
educated in that line for many cen- 
turies, and to this diy they nurse 
that inspiration at their mother’s 
bosom. Therefore no other nation

realizes the value of a high com- 
mercial standing, integrity and repu- 
tation more than they, even if 
their political treaties are but scraps 
of paper. They are too thrifty not 
to know that confidence is the key- 
stone of success and without it the 
commercial fabric falls to pieces, 
and that there is no speedier method 
of going to eternal destruction than 
by repudiating their beloved mark. 

While the subject of a repudiated 
currency is ‘interesting, that of a 
nation’s bonds is of much more vital 
importance to investors, therefore 
it may be well to pursue the subject 
further. In ante bellum times our 
citizens rarely ventured beyond the 
confines of our own shores but dur- 
ing the recent unpleasantness, our 
Allies and neutral countries issued 
many bonds which were syndicated 
by New York banks and bankers, all 
of which, through patriotism and a 
fellow-feeling that made us won- 
drous kind, found ready consumption 
on this side of the water, and of- 
fered food for thought and discus- 
sion concerning defaulted bonds in 
general and government bonds in 
particular. 

There its a vast difference de- 
tween defaulting and repudiating, 
and while some nations may have 
temporarily defaulted on the pay- 
ment of interest and even principal 
when due, there is likewise no reo- 
ord of any modern nation ever hav- 
ing wholly repudiated payment of its 
bonded indebtedness. exico, which 
has been in revelution for many 
years, and whose currency de- 
preciated to such a low point that 
it was almost obliterated, has not 
repudiated its currency and will havé 
to give ample guarantee that its 
bonds, issued during the Dias regime, 
and up te the revolutionary era, at 
least, will be paid, before this and 
leading European 
ognize it. It is only a question of 
time with these temporarily defunct 
foreign countries. A nation, like an 
individual, is outlawed, that repu- 
diates its honest debts, the payment 
of which is the lUnks that bind 
and the bulwark of the universe.

‘THE FOLLY OF ISOLATION. 
Never before in our history has the 
European demand for American goods fallen 
so rapidly as during the last six months. 
The shrinkage of our foreign trade during 
the last year was greater than the entire 
volume in the years immediately preceding 
the World War. In place of gaining new 
markets the American exporters are losing 
many of the markets that they once con- 
trolled. These facts are all set forth in the 
semiannual report of the foreign depart- 
ment of the American Chamber of Com- 
merce. The figures are taken from statis- 
tics prepared by the Federal government. 
Our total exports for the first six months 
of the present year were $2,467,615,000. For 
the same period last year they were $4,158, 
843,000, showing a net loss of nearly $1,700, 
000,000. While the balance of trade is still 
im our favor, our imports for the first six 
months of last year were greater than our 
exports for the same period this year. The 
excess of exports over imports was less in 
June, the last month for which data are avail 


„able, than for any other month since the 


armistice was signed. . 

Plainly we are not making much head- 
way in building up our foreign trade, in pro- 
viding a market for our excess products. 
Unless a change for the better takes place 
during the next three months we shall have 
a balance of trade against us before the 
end of the present year. Some economists 
argue that it will be necessary to have an 
adverse balance of trade in order that Eu- 
rope can repay ite war debt to us. But 
when one considers the millions of idle men 
in this country and the continued high cost 
of living he can hardly escape the conclu-

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler asserted tn a 
recent address to the students of Columbia 
University that this country is suffering 
both politically and materially because of 
the excessive preachment of the doctrine 
of isolation. He stressed the point that our 


holding ourselves aloof from the rest of the 
world. In the courte of bis address he said: 


He who teaches that America ts iso- 
| lated and aloof from the world, that 
American principles and ideals and 
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American interests are singular and pe- 
culſar and that we are not as other 
men is not only un-American but antl- 
American. He is not only turning his 
back upon American ideals, but he is 
doing such damage as he can to Amer- 
ican materia) interests. 


We have heard a great deal during the 


last two or three years about avoiding en- 
tangling alliances. It has been sought to 
make this principle apply to industry and 
trade as well as to politics. But most of 
those who are attracted by such a doctrine 
forget that the European peoples must be- 
come producers before they can become 
consumers. They must be able to sell us 
goods in a quantity about equal in value 
to what they purchase from us; for it is 
by exchange alone that they can make their 
payments. At the present time our coun- 
try is something in the position of a man 
who has found a gold mine and sits down 
and starves on top of his treasure. Gold is 
valuable only so far as it can be exchanged 
for other things. 

America possesses about one-half the gold 
supply of the world; and America has more 
Idle men than at any other time in its his- 
tory. What benefit can we derive from 
those stored billions where there are 5,000, 
000 men out of employment and without 
means of supporting themselves and their 
families? Our country can only be pros- 
perous, despite its gold reserve, when there 
is employment at living wages for all able- 
bodied persons who are looking for work. 
Our industry is now in position to produce 
$1,000,000,000 a month in excess of local 
requirements. If we are to maintain a pol- 
icy ofisolation, how are we going to secure 
a t for those excess supplies” 

Dr. Butler very truthfully said that: “In 
this task of reconstruction America has a 
part to play that is both honorable and self- 
ish, and it should play it quickly. It is 
honorable for the American people to give 
their support, both financial and moral, to 
rebuilding a broken world ip which they 
are the chief factor and which their youth 
go finely helped to save. It is also 
selfish for the American people to give this 
support because . the severe finan- 
cial problems which confront us day by day 
can be satisfactorily dealt with only by 
speedily restoring the producing and, there- 
fore, the consuming power of the European 
millions.” 

In referring to his three months’ tour of 
Europe last summer Dr. Butler said that he 
found the people of Europe looking to this 
country for co-operation both in reducing 
the cost of national armaments and re-es- 
tablishing world trade and industry on a 
prewar basis. He said that most of them 
looked even more hopefully toward the com- 
ing disarmament conference than do many 
of the people of our own country. There 
is a feeling of extreme lassitude prevalent 
among most of the peoples who engaged in 
the late war. They feel that, unless some- 
thing can be done to prevent a repetition 
of it, the work of reconstruction means 
nothing more than setting up the pins in 
a bowling alley for a new onslaught. 

Lack of faith in ourselves is the only 
menace to America’s taking the lead in the 
political and industrial reconstruction of the 
world. Burope accepted the peace plan out- 
lined by President Wilson and her peoples 
cannot yet understand how it came to be 
rejected here. Europe, despite this rebuff, 
is willing to accept American leadership 
in arranging a plan for international dis- 
armament, in establishing the rule of right 
m international politics. Surely the anti- 
American sentiment of the isolationists and 
the “bitter-enders” is not strong enough to 
compel our government to again disappoint 
the faith placed in us by other peoples as 
the leaders in the movement for worid 


peace. 


FFIC AND TROUBLE. 

Some of the motorists whom the pub- 
lic mind associates with speed are really 
sane drivers and stand for an enforcement 
of the traffic regulations. Some of the rac- 
ing demons are themselves now urging jail 
punishment for flagrant offenders in place of 
the customary fine. There is a general ac- 
ceptance of the justice of a term in prison 
for a second offender. A common-sense 
idea would be to have a rock pile for mo 
torists who show criminal carelessness. 
Take dway the car or their license and they 
would again become safe citizens. Many 
a man who is a patient wonder with an 
adding machine or a cash register becomes 
a rating demon when the smell of gasoline 


| gets into his nostrils, The rock pile would | 


be his safety sone. 


LIGHT OF AUSTRIA. 
Austria, a mighty empire in 1914, so 
arrogant in her power, so overbearing to 


her sister nations outside of the Triple Al- 


Uance, so grasping and belligerent in her 
annexation of Bosnia and Herzegovina, 
which led directly to the revenge of the 
Serbian who killed the Austrian Crown 
Prince, so ruthless and exacting in her de- 
mands upon Serbia thereafter and whose 
fulsome vanity, so well played upon by the 
Germans, embroiled the whole world in the 
ghastly war—that same Austria today is 
the most pitiful, the most grovelling state 
in all Europe. 

It is a frightful Nemesis that has over- 
taken Austria. Her new republic is ever 
now approaching another devastating cri- 
sis. Her money is worthless, her shop- 
keepers prefer to take their pay in kind or 
in foreign money—even the German mark 
or the Russian ruble is in better standing 
than the Austrian kreuser. But the shop- 
keepers are closing up business because 
they cannot trade on such unstable terms. 
Her peoples are starving, her industries are 
at a standstill and the Burgenland Jaegers 
and the Tyrolean mountaineers are both or- 
ganizing furious hordes, with the stage set 
for another bloody revolution. 


“We cannot talk of Austria,” said Sir 
Drummond Fraser, our recent guest and 
international credit organizer, in discussing 
that famous Ter Meulen bond scheme as 
the best suggested method to date for re- 
storing international credit. “Austria’s 
plight is too bad, conditions there are too 
hopeless for even such a scheme to aid 
her.” And Sir Drummond had recently 
come from Austria. He is no alarmist, but 
a hard-headed Scot who sees, through the 
restoration of business, the rehabilitation 
of all the other crushed and suffering coun- 
tries. But he could see no way for Austria 
—he dared not speak of Austria. For any 
scheme of international credit mugt be 
based upon some credit, some sure and reg- 
ular national assets, some stability of gov- 
ernment, some nucleus of commercial 
strength and character. And Austria can- 
not produce even such basio assets. The 
once proud and mighty Austria, who scorned 
Sir Edward Grey's overtures to preserve 
peace, who listened fascinated to the vain- 


‘glorious appeal of the German General Staff 


with its Satanical promises of greater glory, 
power and wealth at the expense of the rest 
of Burope, is paying dearly, bitterly and in 
anguish for that arrogance which once held 
her enthralled. There is no arrogance in 
Austria today. She is humbled to the dust, 
snarling and making ready to turn upon 
herself, with nothing but more revolution, 
more bloodshed, more bitterness and cruelty 
to turn to in her dire desperation. 


And all because in the days of her might 
and power she failed in the great responst- 
bilities which such entafl. All because she 
did not understand the tremendous doctrine 
of “noblesse oblige,” by which the duties 
of the great must ever overbalance the priv- 
fleges. All because her greatness’ was a 
sham, builded upon weakness and greed, 
through which the vanity-appeal of the Ger 
mans proved so much more attractive to 
her sponsors than the honorable-peace ap- 
peal of the French and the British. 


It is easier to foretell the outcome of 
Russia’s plight than of Austria’s. For Rus- 
sia there are already the glimmerings of 
new light, the hope of future salvation 
through the avenues of world trade—and 
the traditional but gravely abused Russian 
character, which has been so cruelly experi- 
mented upon, but is still basically sound. A 
reform of government in Russia, a repudia- 
tion of the disastrous Bolshevik experiment, 
would soon see Russia restored to world 
standing. But for Austria the outlook is 


all black. Her government has shuddered | 


weakly and abandoned its overwhelming 
task in despair; all is chaos, confusion and 
damnation—and only some heavenly mira- 
cle can save Austria now.

And now the two giant planets, 
Jupiter and Saturn, seemingly hob- 
nobbing with each other just before 
the cheerful dawn, are they actually 
near enough to fraternisze? Using 
round numbers, Jupiter is 450,000, 
000 miles from the earth, and Sat- 
urn is a little more than twice that 
distance away. It takes that swift 
traveler, light, forty minutes to trav- 
erse the mighty interval between the 
sun and Jupiter. while a ray 
of light is darting with lightning 
speed from the sun towards the

Because of the high price which 
must be paid for silk materials, ev- 
ery woman should learn to distin- 
suish a really good quality of silk 
from a second-rate grade so as not 
to be deluded in her purchasing. 
When she pays pure-silk prices, she 
should receive pure silk. 

Silk is the most expensive of all 
the fibers to cultivate. It is also 


the most beautiful and the strong 
est fiber. The best grade is called 
“reeled lk“ and this is taken from 
the cocoon in one long, continuous 
thread (sometimes several hundred 
yards long.) In manufactured reeled 
silk, many defective cocoons are 
found in which the fibers are not 
perfect or are broken; the silk from 
these cocoons may be treated like a 
short fiber and spun into threads 
varying in strength according to the 
length of the fibers: this so-called 
spun silk has not the high luster 
nor the strength of reeled silk, but 
is frequently used as warp with 
reeled silk filling, or in imitation 
pongee, for back of satins and vel- 
vets, and in many other ways where 
it will not be as noticeably imper- 
fect as it would be if woven alone 
as plain silk material. 

Many of us—indeed of us— 
however, do not demand the finest 


we want is an adulterated silk at 
a moderate price that looks well. 
We are thankful that the manu- 
facturers have found a way of 
adulterating it, for by so doing they 
have put a becoming fabric within 
our financial reach. But we do 
demand that they are fair an4 of- 
fer it to us inexpensively, not trying 
to convince us that it is the finest 


grade. 

“Weighting”. and loading“ are 
the names given a process of adul- 
terating silks. Silk has a great abil- 
ity to absorb dyes and metallic salts 
without apparently changing the 
quality of the material, so the rea- 
sonable silks on the market contain 
more or less of this loading or 
weighting to make them seem heav- 
ler. It is a common practice to 
add 30 per cent of these clem-nte. 
while it is possible to add 250 or 
even 300 per cent of them. To an- 
certain how greatly a certain piece 
of silk material is weighted, get a 
sample of it, take it home and put 
it in a hot oven on a tin dish. and 
nete the amount of weighting left 
on the pan when the silk has burned 
away (only the weighting will re- 
main and it will be in the original 
shape of the sample.)
